CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


Duffy's Pure Halt Whiskey 


An Institution of Historical Interest-^Tb* 
Douglas Monument. 


Away back in 1855, H O T L Stephen A. Doug- 
las proposed to donate the site for a university 
upon lands owned by him in Cottage Grove, 
then somewhat south of the city of Chicsago 
proper. 
Rev. J. C. Burroughs, then pastor of 
the First Baptist church, negotiated with Mr. 
Douglas, hoping to secure the establishment 
of the institution under the auspices of the 
Baptist denomination, and an arrangement of 
that character was entered into, ten acres of 
ground near Lake Michigan, fronting on Col- 
lege Grove avenue, being donated for the 
purpose, on the condition that a building to 
cost not less than $100,000 should be erected 
thereon within a specified time. 
Ample 
pledges of money were obtained, and on July 
4,1857, the corner stone of Chicago university 
was laid, addresses being made on the occa- 
sion by Mr. Douglas, Hon. I. N. Arnold and 
several contemporaneous divines of promi- 
nence. 
The institution was formally opened 
the year following, Rev. J, C. Burroughs be* 
ing the first president, a position he held con 
tinuously for tifteen years. 


CHICAGO TTNTVERSITY. 


The war of the rebellion, the Chicago fire 
and the panic of 1873 had the efT»^< t of render- 
ing worthless a very large proportion of the 
pledges made at the inception of the enter- 
prise, and from these blows the university ha» 
never rallied. 


Dr. Burroughs was succeeded in the presi- 
dency 
by the 
Rev. Lemuel Moss, Hon. 
Alonzo Abernethy and Rev. Galusha Ander- 
son, respectively. The latter gentleman made 
heroic efforts to stem the tide of adversity, 
by personal solicitation, but the task was too 
great, and he gave way. 
At this time the 
property was laboring under an incumbrance 
of $300,000, and the Union Mutual Life In- 
s m ^ c e company, who held the mortgage 
was finally compelled to take possessioa of 
the property. 
During the paat few years 
efforts at redemption have been put forth 
anew, but the board of trustees have finally 
decided to close the institution. 
It is thought 
the property may be purchased and re-estab- 
lished as an 
undenominational 
college, 
though it is reported that the property will 
be purchased by Archbishop Feehan and 
tmTied into a Roman Catholic college. 


And so the vicissitudes of time—civeil war, 
»great fire in which $200,000,000 of property 
were destroyed in a night, and a financial 
crash that prostrated the business of the 
country, have defeated the beneficent pur- 
pose of the "Little Giant," and, like his own 
hopes of the presidency, the child of his ben- 
evolent desii-e is likely to pass to otlier hands, 
and may eventually bo diverted to uses 
widely different from tljpse contemplated in 
those ante-bellum times when Cottage Grove 
marked the southern limit of 
the Garden 
City, beyond which were swarai^s and weeds 
«jnH water, where now are thickly populated 
districts, and the location of some of the 
largest manufacturing establishments in the 
country. 


Not far from the university grounds, in an 
op«n spot facing the lake, stands tiie Douglas 
monument, reared 
by a venerating 
commonwealth 
to 
the memory of him 
who, perhaps, next 
t o 
Lincoln, 
w a s 
most 
beloved by 
the people among 
whom he lived and 
died. 
The design 
of this memorial is 
striking, 
t h o u g h 
not elaboi-ate, and 
its favorable loca- 
^tion hjis made it the 
fe Mecca of many ad- 
^uiirers of the dead 
t a t e s m a n, who, 
Lwith their children 
•and (.'hildi-en's chil- 
dren, have looked 
upon thia I'einnant 
of human greatnes-s and remembered that 
what Douglas most desired was withheld 
from him, and that ho would have much 
preferred the presidency in life to all the 
monuments that an admiring constituency 
could rear to his a'ihes and memory when he 
should have passed beyond the realm of hu- 
man endeavor. 


A FEW weeks since Major E. A. Burke, 
proprietor of the New 
Orleans 
Times- 
Democrat, 
State Treasurer of Louisiana 
and late 
Director General of the 
World's Exposition, accepted an in\-ita- 
tion from President Bogran, of Spanish 
Honduras, 
to pay him a visit. 
Major 
Burke shaped his business affairs so as 
to be able to pass three or four months 
in Central America. Information has 
now been received by steamer that 
Bogran has granted to Major Btirke a 
concession of a tract of land twenty 
miles square, on a part of which is a 
promising gold mine, while the rest of 
the land is heavily timbered with ma- 
hogany and other valuable woods.

New Military Deg^ree of the Patriarchs 
Militant-.Splendld Uniforms. 


We have just had a gala week for the two 
leading secret societies of the United Statea 
Wht?'* the Free Masons were meeting in S t 
Louis the Odd Fellows were holding a grand 
reunion in Boston. 


There was an order of Odd Fellows in Eng- 
land perhaps a century ago. 
Some men who 
had belonged to it there came to America and 
established the organization here. The grand 
lodge of the society in the old country was at 
Manchester.

The foundation of the order

cate the orphan." The American organiza- 
tion is now more than 500,000 strong. 


Twenty-three years ago the 
sovereign 
grand lodge of Odd Fellows met in. Boston 
for its annual reunion. 
It has not been held 
in that city since, until now. 
The occasion 
was therefore extremelj* interesting. 
The 
statistics of the gi'owth of the order in Massar 
chusetts are no less so. 


T H E B I R T H P L A C E O F O D D 
F E L L O W S H I P . 


The original building in which Massachu- 
setts Odd Fellowship was born, appears in 
the illustration. 
It was a private house, in 
Federal street, l)elonging to Mr. Eaton, a 
quaint, plain old building. 


Tweiitj -three yeaj-s ago, when the grand 
sovereign lodge met in Boston last, there 
were only iS,(KR) meinl)ei's of the society in the 
state. 
TlK-re are now ;W,000. 


The most striking feature of the meeting 
was the parade of the Patriavcbs Militant. 
This is a new cii'cle or degree within the or- 
(ler, founded about a year ago. 
Its object is 
to maintain a military drill and discipline. 
The brethren found this degree a necessity, 
practiealiy. 
In other secret societies there 
are niilitaiy flegrees, uiiifornis, parades and 
drills. 
This !jttra<;ted the young men, always 
drawn by fnss and feathers, away from the 
Odd Fellows. 
To hold their own, therefore, 
they started within their order the Patriarchs 
Militant. 
The circle has alreafly been joined 
by great numlnns. 
The uniform is a hand- 
some and showy one. 
Now, therefore, %vhen 
downy-lipjKvJ Odd Fellow hoys wish to make 
a sjilurge on parade day-; they oan do it with 
the best. 
The chevaliers of the Patriarchs 
Militant wear, in full dress, a double-brea-sted 
military frock «-(xit of black br(M<lcloth, gor- 
geously set off with two rows of bright, glit- 
tering, golden button.s. 
The same is bril- 
liantl}- trimmed with gold, the grade, how- 
ever, lieing made distinctive. 
The chevaliei-s 
and non-connnissioned officers wear shoulder 
knots of a plaited gold coj-d, worked in scarlet 
cloth, one and three-quart«rs inches wide. 
Golden cross belts add to this shiny coat. The 
conunissioned officer-s, however, have stripes 
and cord. 
The chapeaux are worn in full 
dreas; that for officers being stiff, of black silk 
plush, trimmed on the right side with black 
satin rosette e<lged with scai-hit, gold and 
black points, having on left side a scarlet and 
black oval rosette, with crossed crook and 
swf>rd in golden embroidery on a black silk 
velvet center.

EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
CONVENTION. 


Chicago to be Honored This Te«r for Ch* 
First Time. 
The general o(Hivention of the Episcopal 
church in the United States win take place 
on Oct. 6 at St James church, Chicago. The 
delegates will number 600, and its sessions will 
continue for Feveral weeks. 


ST. JASTES CHTTRCH. CHICACW. 


The general convention is composed of two 
houses—the house of bishops, which includes 
the total number of diocesan, assistant, and 
missionary bishops; and the house of deputies, 
composed of four clergymen and four laymen 
from each diocese throughout the country, 
and one clergyman and one layman from each 
missionary jurisdiction. The house of bishops 
and the house of deputies meet separately, 
the former with closed doors, the latter open 
to the public. 
Either house may inaugurate 
proceedings, 
but 
before 
legislation 
is 
effected the consent of 
both 
must 
be 
had. 
In 
case 
the 
bishops 
propose 
an 
act, 
it 
must be concurred in 
by 
the deputies before it can become a law. Any 
proposed act which the deputies may have 
passed is stibject to a negative on the part of 
the bishops. 
In case the bishops are silent 
such an act becomes a law. 
In the bouse of 
deputies the clergy and laity vote together, 
except upon important points, when they 
vote sepai-ately, in which case, before a deci- 
sion can be had, there must be a majority of 
either order. 
A vote by dioceses may be 
called for, in which case each order (that is 
to say, each representation of four persons, 
whether clerical or lay) has one vote—not 
four. The vote of a diocese consequently, 
since it is composed of four parts, may be 
divided. 


The third Episcopal bishop of Illinois, now 
styled Chicago, is a native of Geneva, N. Y., 
and 55 years of 
age. 
Ho was or- 
dained a Presby- 
terian minister in 
1860, and labored 
for more than ten 
years in that de- 
nomination. He en- 
tered the Episcopal 
church in 1872, and 
was advanced to 
the priesthood that 
'same year. He was 
ordainetl Bishop of 


R E V . w. E. M ' L A B E N . 
Illinois in 1775. 
In 
1883 he was made president of the newly or- 
ganized Western Theological 
seminary of 
Chicago. 
'Under the vigorous administra- 
tion of the present Bishop McT..aren the 
Episcopal church in Chicago has made rapid 
strides. 
Bishop McLaren's "Catholic Dog- 
mas th(! Antidote of Doubt" is best known 
among his writings.
